To which we fhall Anfwer with 
the great Advancer of Learning and Champion 
of Learned Men the Lord Bacon, what is prov- 
ed by manifold Experience, that no great Pro- 
ficients of Philofophy, who have teally improvea 
theirs Minds and Reafons have ever been Atheifts ;
